When a 
person in the cold weather goes into 
the open air, every time he draws bis 
breath the cold air passes through his 
nostrils and windpipe, into the lungs, 
and consequently diminishes the heat 
in those parts. As long as a persop 
continues in the cold air he feels no 
bad effects from it ; but as soon as he 
returns home he approaches the fire 
to warm himself, and very often 
takes some warm and comfortable 
drink to keep out the cold, it is said. 

The inevitable consequence is that he 
hes taken eold. He fi ‘els a shivering 
Which makes him draw nearer the 
fire, but all to no purpose; the more 
he tries to heat himself the more he 
chills. All the mischief is here caused 
by the violent action of the heat, 

To avoid this, when you come out 
ofa yery cold atmosphere, you should 
not al first go into a room that has 
afirein it, or, if you cannot avoid 
that, you should keep for a consider- 
able time at as great a distance as 
possible, and, above ali, refrain from 
taking warm or strong liquors when 
you are cold, This rule is founded 
on the same principle as the treat- 
ment ofany part of the body when 
frost bitten. If it were brought to 
the fire it would soon mortify, where- 
as if rubbed with snow, no bad con- 
sequences follow from it. Ilence, if 
the following rule were strictly ob- 
served—w hen the whole body or ~ 
part of it, is chilled, bring it to ¢ 
natural feeling and warmth by ier 
grees—the fieauent colds we ex- 
perience in winter would, in a 
great measure, be prevented,— Zoledo 
Blade.

Party Disorganization. 


Party disorganization in New 
York, as shown by the official figures 
of the yote returned by the state 
canvassers, seems to be even greater 
than had been supposed, The Pro- 
hibition yote was unexpectedly lrge, 
and the Butler yote much heavier 
than had been anticipated. The 
Prohibition vote was 25.006, the But- 
ler yote was 17,004. Adding these 
two together, it will be found that 
42,010 voters left their respective par- 
ties and cast their votes in new par- 
ties. 

But this wasted vote does not by 
any means represent the total deser- 
tions of the party. The figures do 
not show the number of Republicans 
who voted for Cleveland, nor the 
nember of Democrats who voted for 
Blaine, It is certain that consider: 
able number of free-trade Republi 
cans refused tosupport Blaine on ac- 
count of his protectionism campaign, 
and #0 cast their yotes for Cleveland 
In New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut the Republican disorganiza- 
tion from this cause was quite seri- 
ous. It wasclaimed by the “Inde. 
pendent” Republicans that there 
were sixty thousand Republican yo- 
tera who would not yote for Blaine. 
This was probably a great exaggera 
tion, but still it shows that the «isor- 
ganization was extensive. This dis- 
orgaization was seen In the Indepen 
dent, the free-trade, the Stalwart and 
Prohibition defections. 

The Democratic disorganization 
was equally remarkable. There was 
a large Democratic bolt from Cleve. 
land due tothe unpopularity of the 
man on account of some of his vetoes, 
The atreet car drivers, for example, 
refused to vote for him, The pilots 
also voted against him and worked 
againat him. These carried many of 
their friends. Then there was the 
protectionism Democratic vote that 
went to Blaine, analogous to the free. 
trade Republican vote that was given 
for Cleveland. There was also the 
Irish-American vote, but which has 
hitherto been Democratic, but which 
this year went largely with the Re. 
publicans, The Greenback vote, 
which comes mainly from the Demo 
crate intwoof the Western «tutes, 
made fusion ticketa, In other states 
it was given solid for Butler.

A Warning Chapter of History. 

Only two citizens New York 
haye eyer been elected to the Presi 
dency. They are Martin Van Buren 
and Grover Cleveland, Some events 
in Mr. Van Buren’s career as Presi 
; dent may be profitably recalled by 
the victorious Democracy of to-day, 
for he wus beset and finally borne 
down by difficulties of the same kind 
as those that will environ Mr. Cleye- 
land, 

Mr. Van Buren carried the State of 
New York against the divided Whigs 
of 1856 by a majority of 28,000. After 
witnessing the of the 
new Piesident in March, 1837, Gen. 
Jackson retired to T.-nnessee, leaving 
everything serene, believed, 
around his successor, The newspapers 
told the country how complacently 
the old hero smoked his long pipe at 
the railway station in Washington as 
he took the last glance at the Capitol 
and turned his face toward the Her 
initage of the far West. 

But even in that auspicious hour 
attentive listeners heard ominou- 
mutterings in regard to the finances 
and the tariff, which betokened an 
approaching storm. The situation 
now in respect to these and cognate 
questions is not dissimilar to that of 
1837; and threatening clouds may 
skirt the horizon when Mr. Cleveland 
stands on the steps of the Capito! to 
take the oath of offive in March next.

Be careful not to keep sheep in 
sheds which will engender foot rot, 
by reason of their filthiness and damp- 
ness. 

The production of fat lambs pays, 
provided a fine animal is raised and 
ready for market early, and is plac- 
ed on market in good condition,

The Pension list of the late war| 
will not be ended when tte last vet- | 
eran dies, says an official of the Unit- 
ed States Pension Department. The 
Revolutionary war closed 101 years 
ago, yel many pensions on that ac- 
count are still drawn from the Treas- 
ury by soldiers’ widows. Last year 
they numbered about forty, and may 
be expected to expire in three years 
from now. I presume the suryivors 
of the civil war and their widows will 
be pensioned on the next century, 
and if the same rule is follomed we 
shall have paid out our last money 
directly on accoun) of services in the 
year 1969.

Raising Potatoes, 

A very good way to raise potatoes 
| in a dry or wet season, and one that 
will yield the most with’ the least 
trouble, is the following: Prepare 
the scil in the spring as soon as possi- 
ble. Plow deep witha breaking plow, 
then harrow the ground good and 
cross harrow. Then lay the ground 
off in rows three feet apart. Now 
you are ready for planting. Have 
your potatoes cut 80 as to haye from 
two to four eyes in each piece. Then 
drop the potatoes, one in a place, 
about a foot apart, cover with about 
one inch of soil, be sure and not cover 
too deep. Now take straw (or hay 
will do) and cover with about two 
feet of the straw, or enough so that 
when it settles it will be about one 
foot or ten inches deep. This has 
been suceessfully tried by many, and 
after a person has once tried it he will 
| plant potatoes no other way. Should

| we have a dry season, the straw will 
paturally botd moisture, and the 
potatoes grow, while those planted 
the common way would burn wp. 
The straw will smother the weeds 
and the potatoes will come up in per- 
fection.

He never returned or was heard of | 
afterwards, 

Great excitement arose and the} 
deepest interest felt for many | 
days. The universal opinion was that | 
he had fallen a prey to the wild beasts, 
which were then more numerous than 
the domestic animals. Excited peo- | 
ple came for many miles to join in | 
the search for the lost man, but nota | 
sign or clue could then found. 
Many years afterwards, however, 
some human bones were found along 
Laurel run, near the Compton farm, | 
which no doubt were his, A pack of 
hungry wolves, ora stealthful panth- | 
er in all likelihood appeased their 
hunger upon his infirm body. There | 
is now but one known person living | 
who hasa personal knowledge of this 
unusual occurance, and she an aged 
lady, now living at Bloomington, | 
this county. She has several times | 
told the writer allabout it, An octo- | 
genarian with a mind well stored 
with practical knowledge, is of more 
value than a trashy library. 

Thomas Stanton had three well- 
known sons in their day—George, 
Joshua and Uriah, all long since dead, 
leaving a numerous progeny, scatter- 
ed broad east over the country. The 
most prominent of whom was Wil- | 
liam, son of George. In his long life | 
of industry, frugality,and strong fore- 
he accumulated considerable 
and with all a high charaec- 
ter, as an additional legacy for the 
enjoyment of his large family. He 
died at Little Crossings about fifteen 
years ago. His widow still suryiyes, 
but in very poor health. She was the 
eldest daughter of the late Eli Ridg- 
ley, another old standard of the coun- 
ty. William had been previously 
married to a Blocher. The fruits of | 
his marriages were a large number of 
children. The most noted of whom 
is Eli, who owns and occupies the 
old Crossings homestead ; a thriving 
miller by occupation, and at present 
a member of the Legislature from this 
county. Thomas, another son, is a 
very solid farmer of this county. 
William, Jr., a son, died in 
1880, greatly beloved by all who 
knew him, He has the most notable 
monument in the cemetery at this 
place.

nal treaty, which was annulled on the 
ground of treason, proyided that no 
disposition should be made of these 
|} lands without the of both | 
| parties, and contemplated their per- 
petual use as an Indian Reseryation. 

Still following the spirit of that treaty 

after the letter has been declared yoid, | 
the United States has hitherto ex- 

cluded settlers from the Oklahoma 

lands, although by an act of Congress 
the further settlement of In- 

dians thereon hus positively 

prohibited. Al unoccupied land at 

the date of this last act, should, by 

legitimate construction, now be open 

for settlement. 

“There are now before 
several bills asking the right of way 
through Oklahoma and other por- 
tions of the Indian Territory, for as 
many railroads, which will most 
likely be granted. By an act of Sep 
tember, IS41, the granting of this 
right entitles pre-emption right forty 
miles on either side of the road, sub- 
ject to sundry restrictive provisions, 
The pressure of civilization and eom- 
merce demmands the opening of these | 
lands to settlement. | 

These lands haye been surveyed, as 
the reports of the land office show, 
into townships, sections, and quarter 
sections. It has a rich, black soil sus- | 
ceptible of easy cultivation ; streams 
run through the whole country every 
four or fiye miles; the climate is 
everything that can be desired, in- 
suring a varied growth of cereals and 
| yewetables, and is suited for the ex- | 
| tensive raising of fruit, It is full of 
fine walnut and oak timber, The

KEYSER, W. VA., March 2d.’85, 
A very pleasant company met at the 
home of Iion, T. R. Caurskadon, on 
Saturday last, in response to an invi- 
tation to be present at an inspection 
of his silos.

The Constitution provides that 
where a governor dies resigns, 
‘the legislature, if in 
not, at their next session, shall elect 
some other qualified person to 
governor for the residue of the term 
for which said governor had been 
elected.”? The Constitution also pro- 
vides that where the governor dies 
or resigns during the 
lagislature **the president of the Sen- 
ate shall discharge the duties of said 
office until a governor is elected.” 

These two provisions make it clear 
that the Hon. Henry Lloyd, presi- 
dent of the Senate at the last session 
of the legislature, and who would be 
its president now should the Gov- 
ernor call an extra session, will 
be acting goyernor until a governor 
is elected by the legislature in Janu- 
ary, 1886. It will be observed that 
the Constitution does not make the 
president of the Senate goyernor.
